"THE ATLANTIC FLEET has been recalled 

to harbour on the eve of important 
manoevures in the North Sea, following signs 
of unrest among the lower ratings, an expres- 
sion of their dissatisfaction: with the reductions 
of pay, varying from ninepence to a shilling a 
day, which are to take effect at the beginning 
of next month under the National Govern- 
ment’s economy programme. 


An official statement issued by the Admiralty 
yesterday afternoon states: “The Senior Officer of 
the Atlantic Fleet has reported that the promulgation 
of the reduced rates of naval pay has led to unrest 
among a proportion of the lower ratings. In con- 
sequence of this he has deemed it desirable to. suspend 
the programnit of exercises of the Fleet.and to recall 
the ships to harbour, while investigations are made into 
representations of hardship occasioned by certain cuts 
in pay, in.order that these may be reported for the 
consideration of the Board of the Admiralty.”

official of the Cunl Carriers’ Guild has 
made a statement that only 1,000 coal 
carriers are being employed owing to 
the deereuse in the importation of 
coal. Of the 1,000, only 700 are mem-~ 
bers of the Guild. -

HE terrible floods now de- 


vastating China, and the sale 
of the two veteran gunboats, H.M. 
Ships Teal and Widgeon, havo 
recently attracted attention to the 
mighty Chinese waterway nnd the 
British fleet of Lilliputian mon of 
war which, for more than two 
generations, hna sailed and guard- 
ed-the Yangtsze-Kiang River, 

It was in 1869. that Admiral 
Keppel first entered and churted, 
in H.M. Ships Salamin and Opos-. 
sum, the great reaches above Han- 
kow, the city with a population of 
millions, and above which large 
ships are unable to navigate, not 
for any lack of water but on ac- 
count of the bends, In 1904 Ad- 
miral Sir Gerard Novel, Comman- 
der-In-Chief_ in China, performed 
the remarkable feat of taking the 
British Fleet of six battleships of 
the Glory class to Hankow, in Di- 
visions line ahead disposed ubeam.

The consequences of a burst 
bank can be appreciated from the 
following incident.

It is upon this 1,600 miles of 
atrangely contrasted waterway 
that British seamen have establish- 
edo an enviable and world-wide 
reputation for skilful seamanship 
and a simple, sgood-hundred, fear- 


less and manly diplomacy. 


‘YANGTSZE. 


To tho officors and men of the 
Yangtszo gunboats Chinese and 
Europeans, : English as well as 
forcign, owe a debt that it is 
impossible to exaggerate. Trade 
is secured in-theac disturbed times 
by convoy, or by armed guards 
provided from “the gunboats. - 
Potential disturbances subside on 
the appearance of. these unint, 
but ‘ubiquitous, little battleship, 
somo of them carrying two aix- 
inch guns which now, on ocension, 
are needed, in marked contrast to 
those enrlfer.dayn when the two . 
six-pounders of the Teal and 
Widgeon were only required for 
saluting; and for an exchange of 
compliments betweon Englishmeti 
and the Chinese aristocracy. 

Marked, indeed, are tho changes 
of the pnat twenty years in gun- 
boat life on the Yangtse, once a 
paradise for the adventurous sen- 
man and the keen sportsman, but 
now, stripped lnrgely of Its sport 
and ‘friendly {ntercourse with 
courtcous Chinese, a scene of anxi- 
ous diplomacy and — continual 
hazard ‘of attack, or of lost re- 
putation for some alleged error of 
judgment in dealing with a ertsis 
in which life fs at atake, 


Stil there hangs, round — the 
enrlier days of the gunboats the 
romantic legend of. fair ladies, 
wives of commanding officers, tow- 
ed into the heart of China in 
sampans behind the puffing Teal 
and Widgeon. Whether the story 
is truc I have been unable to deter- 
mine, but whether as bachelors or 
married men, certain it ij that 
early days on the upper reaches 
of the Yangtséd were golden days 
indeed. me

AT WONGNEICHONG. 


JURY FIND DEATHS DUE TO 
MISADVENTURE. 


The Coroner's enquiry into the 
circumstances attending the death 
of a Chinese, one of six coolics who 
were killed when a slide of carth 
occurred at Wongneichong during 
a fall af rain recently, wag con- 
cluded before Mr. Schofield at the 
Central Magistracy yesterday 
afternoon. 

Mr. T. Holmes, of Messrs. 
Paimer and Turner, the architects 
employed {n connexion with the new 
Jockey Club:Stables at Wongnei- 
chong, snid he. had been in charge 
of the works since January of this 
year, superintending the whole of 
the works including the removal of 
the earth, some of which waa flung 
over the hillside and then carried 
Away to a spot near a nullah. 
Messra. ‘Hangson & Co. were the 
principal contractors. 


The coolies who worked on the 
site were housed in matsheds 
actually on the site. As far as 
witneas knew, coolies who worked 
below were house t tsheda 
erected on Crown land. He had 
from time to time issucd warnings 
about the danger of living In these 
matsheds, but no notice was taken. 


Continuing, witness snid © that! 
after the disaster he Inspected the 
site and found that the heavy rain 
water had percolated through the 
loose soil on the top of the site and 
caused it to fall. : 

P.W.D. witnesses said that the 
Dopartment issued permits for mat- 
sheds on Crown Land, but no per- 
mits were asked ‘for in this instance 


They had had) a great deal of 
trouble with -these squatters-—and 
recently there had been a series of 
offences, , : 

The jury returned a verdict of 
“death by misadventure.” They 
ndded the following rider: “At the 
fame time we are of the opinion 
that Hangson should’ have taken 
stronger measures to remove the 
matsheds. In future We suggest 
that principal contractors should 
be held responsible for obtaining 
permits for all matsheds, shacks, 
or lenn-to’a erected in connexion 
with excavating or-building opera. 
tions.” 

The Coroner thanked the jury 
for the careful attention they had 
given to the proceedings, and stated 
that their recommendations would 
be forwarded to the proper quarter.

’ GANDHI SPEAKS. 


SAYS HE IS NOT A BRITISH 
SUBJECT. 


London, Sept. 15. 


The sitting of the Federal Struc- 
ture Committee of the Round 
Table Conference wax resumed 
this morning, and was marked by 
very keen interest as Mr. Gandhi. 
was due to speak, putting the Con- 
gress ecnse for the first time be- 
fore the Round Table. 


Before proceeding, to St. James 
Palace, Reuter understands, 
Gandhi_had a conversation with 
Sir Samuel Monre. the Indian Secre- 
tary at the India Office. 


To-day will be devoted to i con- 
tinuation of speeches, especially 
by new delegates who wish to 
make their views known. It is 
expectod by to-morrow that the 
Committee will be in a position. to 
bogin consideration of practical 
proposals for a new Federal Con- 
stitution of all India, in which the 
Indian States will take part. 


Gandhi's Speech, 


Mr. Gandhi, sitting-on the left 
of Lord Sankey, was the first 
Speaker. He spoke, sented, in 
slow senteitecs. His speech was 
not a prepnred one, but he periodi- 
cally referred to notes. . 


He said he did not wish at any 
stage to embarrass the Govern- 
ment or hiy Conference colleagues. 
If at any time he considered he 
was unable to be of yseful service 
to the Conference he would not 
hesitate to withdraw. Gandhi 
then sketched the aima of the 
Indian Natlonal Congress, on 
which all claases and religions 
were represented. From the very. 
beginning Congress had taken up 
the cnuse of the so-called “un- 
touchables.” : 


“Absolute Independence.” 


Gandhi read the Karachi. man- 
date, and declared that the goal of 
nbgolute independence stated there 
in remained intact. He had care- 
fully read the Premier's statement 
on British polley, and found it fell 
far short of the Congress claims, 


Congress wag not. intent upon 
complete independence in order to 
purade before the universe that they 
had severed all connexion with the 
British people. The mandate con- 
templated a partnership, aa between 
two absolute peoples. While he no 


longer called himself a British sub-/ 


ject, nud would rather be called a 
rebel, he still aspired to be a citizen, 
not in the Empire, but in a common- 
wealth or partnership.—Rcuter,
